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person or subject to an obligation of assignment to the same 
person. 

4. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Hendle in view of Sabadics, US #3,341,959. 
Hendle does not teach a mounting brace having axially aligned 
recesses or raised portions having apertures, however, such 
supports are well known, as shown by Sabadics. The mounting 
brace (Fig. 1) includes axially aligned recesses formed by 23 
and 23' as well as raised portions extending from 15 forming 
apertures 16 and 17. It would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to apply such a mounting brace 
to the device of Hendle to provide means for retaining the sign 
on a different type of support member.
